Kock Crushers 


the Okay plant has some vast 


machines utterly new to Arkansas, 
notably the big rock crushers which 
.start the process of converting na- 
tive limestone into finished cement. 
There are two of them, each weigh- 
ing 100,000 pounds. 


From the crushers the powdered 


stone is carried by chnin-cup eleva- 
tors l<i the storage room. which is 
capable of handling 400 barrels 
per hour, I'Yom the storage bins the 
limestone is passed to the "slurry" 
or agitation tanks--of which there 
are seven, each 20 feel in diameter 
and -10 feel high. Here the lime- 
stone is inixed with gypsum, water 
uml other materials to make what 
is known as "clinker." 


The clinker is then cooked in u 


kiln lying homnntally on steeel and 
concrete columns --one of the big- 
gest industrial units in the world. 
This kiln is I I 1-2 feet in diameter 
mid .'((10 feel long.

The Okay plant's capacity will 


be about 2,000 barrels of cement 
daily, three barrels of cement re- 
quiring a ton of limestone. With 
this as a starter it is expected the 
capacity of the plant will be doub- 
led within the next year, the Arkan- 
\jus Portland Cement company hav. 


ing already announced plans for 
early construction of a second unit 
•equal in size to the first. 


The plant will employ 80 men 


regularly , in two 12-hour shifts; 
hut a total of yiM workers have 
been engaged since mid-winter in 
construction work. 


A Patented Bug 


One of the novelties peculiar to 


Ihc cement manufacturing business 
is the method of storing and bagg- 
ing the finished product. The Okay 
phmt is completing 20 reinforced 
concrete silos for storage purposes, 
the finished cemeiifbeing accumu- 
lated here and kept, in bulk until 
ready for the bags. The silos them- 
selves are immense, standing 95 ft. 
in the air, with a diameter of 80 
feet.

Distorted Continents and 


Seas Revised By U. S. 


Geographers.

The blame lies in the commonly 


accepted ma|i fo the world which 
children still study, This map was 
designed by Gerardus Mercator m 
1588 and is known as iheMcrcalor 
projection, or system of showing 
the world on a flat surface. It gives 
a grossly inaccurale picture. 


For instance, Iho United States 


appears nearly twice as large as 
Brascile, although in reality U. is 
smaller. Norlh America is shown 
as about twice as large as South 
Amerca, thugh they are approxi- 
mately equal in sine. Greenland is 
shown as being larger than Aus- 
tralia, and yet Australia is _more 
than throe limes as large as C.reeu- 
laniThe trouble with the Mercator 


that it was designed as a 
ma pis 
- 


chart for sailors rather than as 
an accurate picture of the world. 


As a. result of five years work, 


experts of the U. S. Department ol 
Commerce have just completed a 
correctly proportioned flat map ol 
tine areas and distances. Kvery 
square inch on the new map stands 
for exactly Hie same number of 
square miles as any other square 
inch. Distances along the lines par- 
allel to the equator are accurate and 
true to scale. So also are distances 
on each vertical meridian that ex- 
tends through the center of a con- 
tinent. There, is some slight dis- 
tortion in distances elsewhere on 
the map, but it is vastly less than 
on the Mercalor projecton. 


Geographers who have examin- 


ed the new map 
have 
predicted 


that it will take the place of the old 
map for all things except naviga- 
tion.

510, and most of the increase 'is 
attributed by Mr. Kleiber to the 
fact that the Highway Department 
has had uniformed patrolmen on the

The 14 highway patrolmen are 


scattered throughout the state and 
each has a large territory and » 
large amount of road mileage to 
patrol. Twq patrplmen have head- 
quarters in Little Bock and patrol 
all the highways leading, out of 
this city. Because of the 
many 


miles they have to cover, however, 
they cannot spend a great deal of 
time on any one highway, despite 
that the roads entering and letfv- 
ing Little Rock are, 
perhaps, the 


most traveled of any in the state. 


Mr, Kleiber said that no mpre 


patrolmen will be employed this 
year, but that as more highways 
are completed the force will be in- 
creased from year to year. He 
pointed out that while 100 patrol- 
men, for instance, perhaps would 
detect, a greater number of vio-

Y levying one of the most 
astounding taxes in all history, 
the British government in 1697 


began the transformation of thou- 
*ands of bright, sunny homes into 
-^lark, cheerless, unhealthy dwell- 
tmgs. 


i Neither the tax on tea which 
Ipurred the American colonists to 
(evoll or the -even more infamous 
French lax on salt, one of the many 
high crimes of the Bourbons which 
Eventually cost them their heads, 
offer K parallel for this strangest of 
all government exactions. 


As hard as it is to conceive of 


a g o v e r n m e n t levying what 
amounted virtually to a tax on sun- 
shine, that is exactly what William 
the Third did. In order to make 
tip a budget deficiency due to the 
recoinage of silver during his reign, 
he placed a high levy on every 
window in the British Isles. 
So 


many coins had been clipped or 
otherwise defaced and brought be- 
low standard weight that the ex- 
chequer found itself in an embar- 
rassing position when the re-issue 
began.
